The Interview Summary Form shall be given an appropriate paper number, placed in the right hand portion of the file, and listed on the -Contents' fist on the file 
wrapper. The docket and serial register cards need not be updated to reflect interviews. In a personal interview, the duplicate copy of the Form is removed and given 
to the applicant (or attorney or agent) at the conclusion of the interview.
